"Inflation Unseen 
Enemy"— Fuller 

Tells Chautauqua There 
Will Be More to 
Spend; Less to Buy 

America can win the war but be 
defeated by inflation, Walter D. 
Fuller. Chairman of the Board of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and Penn Valley resident, 
warned at the Chautauqua Insti- 
tute Assembly here. Blanket in- 
creases in wages and salaries, class 
taxation, and favoritism to pressure 
groups will feed the fires of infla- 
tion, he emphasized. 

"Inflation is as much our enemy 
as Hitler, or Hirohito." declared Mr. 
Fuller. "It is an unseen enemy that 
creeps up on us. And it is creeping 
now. There is not a housewife in 
the nation who needs to be told that 
inflation has crept into her market 
basket. She can see it in the price 
of everything she buys. 

"The facts about inflation are 
clear," continued Mr. Fuller. "In 
June close to 50 per cent of our in- 
dustrial output consisted of arma- 
ments. That leaves 50 per cent, or 
less, manufacturing the things all 
of us buy— clothing, food, etc. That 
alone would be inflationary. But 
more people are at work at higher 
wages than ever before. Payrolls 
will increase about 15 billion dol- 
lars this year. The American public 
will have more money to spend and 
less goods to buy. Since the out- 
break of the war in Europe there 
has been a 17 per cent increase in 
the cost of living. That's inflation 
at work."

Hitler Wouldn 't Hesitate to 
Use Gas, Rotarians Hear 



Hitler wruldn't hesitate in using 
gas if conditions were favorab'e. 
Professor Aithur Osal told the 
members of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club on Tuesday 
noon. 

Professor Csal is one of the best 
authorities on chemical warfare in 
this section of the Country. He is 
assistant dean of science at the 
Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 
ind Scienre and prescription forum 
fditor of the "American Druggist." 

"We know," said Professor Osal. 
"that the enemy is prepared to use 
?,as and whether they do or not 
depends on the position in which 
they find themselves. If conditions 
were, iavorable and cne gas attack 
would win the war Hi;ler wouldn't 
hesitate to use it." 

The speaker said that the Gcr-' 
mans first used gas in April, 1015. 
He said that 15.000 trocps of the 
lilies were gassed. 5000 fatally. 
Chlorine gas was used then, he 
=aid, but now what is known as 
mustard gas is called "king of the 
battle ga?ses." 

Professor Csal said that the 
.stt'atcgy now is to use an "in- 
capacitating" rather than a "kill- 
ing" gas as it uses more of the 
enemy's resources in man power 
and equipment than If the gas 
were deadly. He told Of an antl* 
gas salve which is being used suc- 
cessfully in England. 

Some simple precautions to use, 
during a gas attack Professor Osal 
said were: not to look up if in the 
open, to walk against the wind 
and to sponge off with ordinary 
laundry soap after being exposed.

' The Navy also wants 6 x 30 glasses made in 1917-18 by the 
U. S. Naval Gun Factory Optical Shop, Rochester, N. Y. How- 
ever, other glasses are not acceptable simpfy because they were 
used in World War I, it was pointed out, as binoculars have been 
greatly improved since then and fast-moving modern warfare 
requires use of only the best. 

As the Navy is not authorized to accept gifts or loans, it 
will "buy" acceptable binoculars for $1. If s.till in use after the 
war, the binoculars will be returned and the $1 will constitute a 
rental and depreciation fee. 

Under a new ruling, the Navy will now buy outright 6x30 
and 7 x 50 Bausch & Lomb and Zeiss binoculars, its standard 
types.

SIMPLE PRECAUTIONS TO TAKl 
AGAINST WAR GASES 

Citizens who will remerrvber a few simple facts about war 
gases need have no unreasonable fear of this agent in the event 
of its possible use by the enemy, the Office of Civilian Defense 
advises in a bulletin of information on personal protection 
against gas. 

Soldiers require masks because they must remain in the 
contaminated area. Civilians can get out of the gassed area or 
get above the level of gas, where they do not need gas masks 
or protective clothing. 

Injured persons, who are gassed, require decontamintion 
before they can be admitted to hospitals. They will receive 
adequate care fro~ decontamination units already set-up by the 
Lower Merio" Council of Defense. All other civilians can best 
prevent any serious injury by promptly helping themselves in the 
manner outlined, using a kitchen or bathroom, laundry soap and 
water, a-.ei a few materials found in every household. 

The simplified instructions are as follows: 

I. War gases stay close to the ground, for they are heavier 
than air. To get out aLa gassed area, simply walk a^licst A&®. 
wind or go upstairs. 

II. Gas is irritating and annoying to the eyes, nose, lungs, 
or to the skin, but it is usually harmless if you do not become 
panicky but promptly leave the gas area and cleanse yourself. 
Whereas a soldier must put on a mask where it is necessary to 
remain h the contaminated area, a civilian can go up on the 
second or third foor a"d literally ignore it if the windows are 
kept closed. 

III. If the gas should get on your skin, you can prevent it 
from doing much harm by sponging it off as quickly as possible 
with a piece of clothing, such as a handkerchief, and applying 
some neutralizing substance, followed by a thorough bath, pref- 
erably a shower, with common laundry soap and wafer. 

IV. If you are indoors, stay there with doors and windows 
closed, and go up to the second or third story. Stay out of 
basements. Turn off the air conditioning, and stop up fireplaces 
and any other large openings. 

V. Some gases are spread as oily droplets which blister 
and burn the skin and eyes. If you are outside- when gas is used 
do not look up. Tear off a piece of clothing or use a handker- 
chief to blot any drops of liquid from your skin and throw the 
contaminated cloth away. Blot; do not rub, as rubbing will 
spread the liquid. Then go home, if it is nearby, or to the near- 
est place where you can wash immediately with soap and water. 

I. Remove all other clothing outside the house, since gas 
can be transmitted to others from contaminated clothing. Put 
if preferably in a covered garbage pail. 

2 Apply one of the following effective household reme- 
dies to the part of your skin that has been contaminated; Chlorox 
or a similar household bleach (for mustard); peroxide of hydro- 
gen (for Lewisite); paste or solution of baking soda if you have 
no peroxide and bleach. If you do not know the gas use both 
peroxide and bleach. Keep bleach and peroxide out of the eyes. 
Do not woste time looking for these remedies; bathe immediately 
if they are not at hand. 

3. After entering the ,hotrse, wash the bleach or peroxide 
from hands with laundry soap and water and then wash the face. 
Remove the underclothing, place it in a covered garbage pail, 
and enter the bathroom. 

4. Irrigate the eyes with large amounts of lukewarm 2 
percent solution of baking soda lone tablespoon to a quart of 
water), or else with plain water. Use an ordinary «"9**""9 
douche bag or an eye irrigator. If you do not have these, let 
plain warm water pour into fhe eyes from the shower, washing 
them thoroughly. Do not press or rub the eyes. 

5. Lastly, take a shower, using laundry soap and hot water. 

6. If the nose and throat feel irritated, wash them out 
also with baking soda solution. 

7. If your chest feels heavy and oppressed, if you have 
any trouble breathing, or if cigarette smoke becomes distaste- 
ful, lie down and stay perfectly still until a doctor sees you. 

8. If blisters develop, be careful not to break them and 
call a doctor. ,
